_ 4ND How To PrEss THEM. 
By a Special Contributor. 


AYu, even weeks before the arrival of the breezy 

month of March this year, one could fare forth 

a-Maying on the hills of Hollywood, and find 
plenty of flowers to weave a queen’s wreath; wild 
flowers in many colors and of various sizes from tiny 
blooms the size of a grain of rice and up to the five- 
inch disk of the gorgeous sunflower. 


Long before this, too, the near-by mountain slopes 
had taken on a livelier tint, first the Artemisia’s 
blooms, and later its new leafage. Sweeping in gray- 
ish green billows the general surface appearing like 
undulating meadows of thick grasses gray with dew, 
and not a hint that it was made up of shrubs waist- 
high, the home of birds, and covert of rabbit and many 
other creatures of the wild. .Over these green waves 
the vision sweeps westward to the sea; eastward to the 
snow-capped San Bernardinos, then down returning 
through the valleys with their citrus groves and 
squares of olives, walnuts, alfalfa, etc., to the City of 
Angels with its suburban groups of beautiful homes, 
and while the ear follows the song of the meadow 
lark, the eye back from its roaming, back to 
the hills of Hollywood with their springtime fiower 
fields—a scene replete with loveliness. 


Where to look for flowers means looking two ways, 
for some of the very first to come—many sorts of 
flowers growing large and luxuriant in the fertile 
spaces are very small, though perfect and beauti¢ul, 
when growing on sunny, rocky, wind-exposed slopes; 
or they nestle in the thick grasses, and one must push 
apart the greenery to discover them. Other small 
ones, like the tiny gilia, on tall stems above 
ver neighbors; atill 
others, though small, grow in clusters, each wee one 
making a unit in a blotch of flower color.

The lowliest of a.l wild flowers, probably, is the “rat- 
tlesnake weed,” a California variety of Euphonia, rela- 
tive of the flaming Poinsettia of Christmas times, but 
resembling it not at all, dor it grows flat on the ground, 


spreading its branches like rays from a common cen- 
ter, multi-branching till it becomes a mat covered with 
tiny leaves and soon dotted thickly with little braces 
which look more like white and brown speckles, so 
small they are. It has a sturdy nature, and its creeping 
habit and many quaint blooms would make it an ad- 
mirable and unique basket plant if it were brought 
cultivation. 
Down among the lowly flowers is found one of the 
gayest, the ground pink—flowers more than an inch 
across, sometimes actually as broad as the plant is tall, 
though usually its stem is from two to three inches 
high, topped with satiny blooms as cheery as a flower 
can be—when the sun shines. For it is native to South- 
ern California, and partial to sunshine. 
Another little fower with the same sun-loving predi- 
ere 


lections is the yellow oxalis. Many yellow flowers th 
are at this time of year, and among them is the white 


Antanas 


variety of mustard—the black taller sort blooming 
' later, but now in thick leafage, succulent and tender; 
the young foliage of both sorts makes appetizing salad 


and nourishing “greens” for whoever cares to gather 


them. 

Yellowest of all the yellow posies is the “woolly 
breeches” forget-me-nots, a yellow that is the exact du- 
plicate of California's ripest oranges. It is nearly al- 
ways associated with the white dorget-me-not and a 
pretty pink spring flower, the owl's clover. 

Long before St. David's Day this year the wild goose- 
bérry had swung out its bright red bell-like blooma. 
Clambering over it and wherever else a support could 
be reached the morning glory’s blooms made big white 

| moons against the green of the slopes. Blue, biue heads 
held high and clear where all the world can see, the 
wild hyacinth lifts its standard, fragile but fortunate in 
having a tolerably brittle stem, and a bulb snugly estab- 
lished under ground to ripen, and year after year re- 
produce its springtime offering.

The sight of 
this last plant brings a thought of the attractiveness of 
its flower, always coupled with its objectionable pol- 
sonous qualities; and too, suggests a peep into 
secrets of nature’s plant laboratory. } 

The plants of the Solanaceous family are mostly dis- 
tinguished by three characteristics, (a) offensive odor, 
(b) narcotic-poisonous quality, (c) actively pungent or 
biting priticiple—sometimes one predominating, some- 
times another, or in equal mixture mild or intense.

THE WARMTH OF A SNOW HOUSE. 
Usually our snow igloos allowed each man from eigh- 
teen to twenty inches space in which to lie down, and 
just roo.n enough to stretch his legs well. With our 
sleeping bags they were entirely comfortable no matter 
what the weather outside. The snow is porous enough, 
to admit of air circulation, but even a gale of wind with- 
out would not affect the temperature within. It is 
claimed by the natives that when the wind blows, a snow 
house is warmer than in a period of still cold. I could 
see no difference. A new snow igloo is, however, more 
comfortable than one that has been used, for newly-cut 
snow blocks are more porous. In one that has been used 
there is always a crust of ice on the interior which pre- 
vents a proper circulation of air.—[Dillon Wallace, in
